"Women's fraternities are in- 
tolerant." This was the conclusion 
reached by Claora -Styron, who 
yesterday won the R.V.C. Shield 
as the most outstanding woman 
speaker at McGill. 

Speaking on "the role of women's 
fraternities at McGill", Miss Styron 
felt that . fraternities should em- 
body the spirit of tolerance and 
brotherhood. Instead, she said, 
they have become merely secular 
groups of people who happen to 
approve of each other's ideas. 

Miss Styron, who comes from 
Lincoln, Mass., -is in second year 
Arts, honouring in Greek and Phi- 



losophy. She stated that the whole 
of McGill is tolerant, as shown by 
lis cosmopolitan atmosphere, but 
fraternities stand out as islands oi 
intolerance on three levels. They 
do not accept a person on the 
basis of his or her own personality, 
but also take into consideration 
society background, race, and re- 
ligious and cultural influences. 

Since fraternities are intolerant, 
Miss' Styron said, they should be 
abolished, and women should join 
outing clubs and write poetry.

prepare for exams and the last issues of the Dally appear. It is 
great temptation to stand oh the literary pedestal, and cast an 
all-discerning, non-forgiving eye over the past academic year, 
point out its highlights, and wax pedantic and prosey on the 
faults of the students and the staff of McGill. A number of serious 
.problems are still, with us — the* absence of a good Union, }n« 
adequate facilities, shortage of staff, lack of money, the death of 
the Old McGill spirit and any number of others. 

There are also a number of things to praise — the resurgence 
ef the Debating Union, the Immense success of the' Red and White . 
, Revue, the fun at Carnival and the large literary output from 
the students of the University that has found its way Into print. 
Never before has the Ruin on Sherbrooke St. appeared so in- 
adequate as now, when so much has gone on in such a limited 
space, and where the shortage of rooms and proper Union 
facilities has been so acutely felt. * 

But McGill still seems to have something that many universities 
has not — besides a large and uncomfortable amount of tradition 
to live up to. Visiting some American colleges last weekend we 
were impressed by the uniformity of appearance and attitude 
found in these places. These universities seemed full of pleasant 
young men who all looked -alike. 

The modern motto of America these days- is "Conformity". 
McGill is still at least one place that Is managing to retain some 
Individuality, where the student is not being forced Into mould, 
" owever admirable the product of.the mould may be. It is still 
i place where beards and strange political parties can flourish, 
still a university where the studonts can in print or In public 
disagree with the faculty and express their own 'views. The 
Ivy League' outlook touches us little, there is an 'Increasingly 
largo body of students who come to college curious and en- 
quiring, who come to get an education in the real sense, who 
come to search, and to express themselves, to whom a university 
Is just not another stretch of the road to a higher pay packet. 

In this age of Anxiety, in the era of conformity, McGill Is 
at least doing something to maintain the democratic tradition 
1hat It Is every man's right to. go to Hell in his own way, if he 
so chooses. . '

Professor P. 0. Hebb

To many students familiar. with Psych. 21, Professor Donald 0. 
Habb appears to bt ■ staid and accurate lecturer, one who "knows 
his stuff too wall" as on* campus critic put it. . 

But Dr. Habb is mora than ht appears on tha surfact. His ability 
today is tha ratult of many years of hard work, and he leaves behind 

• a** 



an Impressive scholastic record, 

ACADEMIC CAREER 

Born in Chester, Nova Scotia, he. 
attended Daihousie University and 
took his B.A. in 1025/ then taught 
high school in Nova Scotia and 
Quebec till 1927. From 1028 to 
1931 he held the. position of ele- 
mentary school principal In an ad- 
ministrative and supervisory capa- 
city, while at the same time attend- 
ing McGill on a part-time basis. 
He received his M.A. in 1032. Dr. 
Hebb later attended the University 
of Chicago, where he worked with 
Dr. K. S. Lashley on physiological 
and comparative psychology, then 
went on to Harvard, and a Ph.D 
in 1038 after writing' a thesis on 
"Innate Organisation of Visual Per- 
ception" under the direction of 
Dr.. Lashley. As an Instructor, tu- 
tor, and research assistant from 
1936 to 1937, he recalls that "after 
eight years of study, they were* 
paying me only 700 dollars per 
year, but in those days, a dollar 
was still worth a dollar". 

Dr. Hebb returned to McGill in 
1937, where he became a Fellow 
Of the Montreal Neurological Insti- 
tute, then served as Lecturer and 
Assistant Professor at Queen's Uni- 
versity from 1030-42. He establish- 
ed the Bulletin of the Canadian 
Psychological Association in 1040 
and served as its editor till 1042, 
after which as a Research Fellow 
of Harvard University, he spent 
five years with the Yearkei Lab- 
oratories of Primate. Biology. Re- 
turning to McGill in 1047, he was 
appointed Professor of Psychology 
and later Chairman of the Depart- 
ment, the position he now holds, 
as well as fellowships and executi- 
ve positions on American, British 
and Canadian psychological asso- 
ciations. 

STUMBLES ONTO FREUD 

Dri Hebb literally "blundered" 
into his present career. He started 
out on a career writing fiction, 
then discovered that writing wasn't 
really . what he wanted. He . had 
come across tha writings of Freud, 
and followed the advice of a friend 
who recommended a study of Pav- 
lov's works, which could possibly 
"sharpen up Freud", as he put it 
An Interest then developed for 




teaching. "Writing", said Dr. Hebb 
"is not a hobby; it's a painful, ml 
«érable task and anyone now en 
gaged in it has my sympathy. How- 
ever, good writing ability is vory 
necessary for the graduate stu- 
dent, who must not only develop 



writing skill in order to commu- 
nicate effectively with his fellow- 
researchers, but must also know 
how to translate his knowledge 
into terms the public 'will under- 
stand". Dr. Hebb further express- 
ed that he has much respect for 
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PROFESSOR HEBB 

the scientist who is skilled at the 
art of explaining complex sub- 
jects to a public having no tech- 
nical training, and that few scient- 
ists are making a real effort to 
convey such information to the 
layman because the task is diffi- 
cult and vVery time-consuming. 

Asked about newspaper and mag- 
azine reporting of psychology, Dr. 
Hebb claimed that psychology has 
been "oversold" to the public and 
this' has done' much harm. He has 
faith in psychology as a science and 
believes that the by-products of its 
scientific research will, have great 
value, but does not believe that 
It should, be claimed 'as a panacea 
for all human ills, — "some of 
these publicists recommend . psy- 
chiatry for everything, and this 
is sheer nonsense", — "ior instan- 
ce, '. Intelligence tests are not in- 
fallible,' but like the thermometer 
you use to test your hot water, it's 
better than rough personal esti- 
mates such as you get when you 
plunge your hand into that water". 

HOBBIES 

, Well, it Isn't all work for Dr. 
Hebb; there are hobbles as well. 
In his spare time, he reads detec- 
.tive novels and science fiction. He 
agreed that while it la true that 
this type of writing may be repre' 
sentative of a refusal to face real- 
ity, it was also true that one gets 
tired just facing reality all day 
long and a change helps, — "those 
gloomy novels telling us how to 
improve the human race were pro- 
bably written by people who could 
not get their teeth into human 
problems". ~ "for my money Al 
Capp is the Shakespeare of this 
century". He also thinks very high- 
ly of Pogo (no, not Arnold I) and 
took a liking to Fearless Fosdlck 
before it began its decline as a 
comic strip. Since Dr. Hebb hails

Education in 
Urgent need 
Of funds 

Ottawa, March 5 — (CP) — Dr. 
G. Edward Hall, president of the 
University of Western Ontario, at 
London, says Canadian education 
is facing a "crisis of numbers and 
money" but that it will be met. 

In a statement issued in connec- 
tion with Canadian Education 
Week, being observed throughout 
Canada this week, Dr. Hall— who 
also is president of the National 
Conference of Canadian Univer- 
sities— said : 

"Educationalists, labor leaders, 
businessmen and government offi- 
cials are severally and jointly 
conscious of the critical problème 
in education and are together 
working hand in hand towards 
their solution. 

"To obtain the $350,000,000 so 
urgently needed by the univer- 
sities and colleges of Canada dur- 
ing the next' few years will require 
understanding on the part of the 
Canadian people, much effort on 
the part of those who of necessity 
must seek such funds, and a will- 
ingness on the part of everyone to 
invest in Canada's greatest of all 
assets— its young people."
